Norman Haase and James 
Clements won the two seats 
on the Flat Rock Community 
School Board election held 
June 9, 2003. The total votes 
were 159 for Haase and 146 
for Clements. Lena Ballard 
came in third with 135 votes. 
Haase, an incumbent and the 
board vice president, won his

third term. Clements won the 
seat vacated by Robert 
Almaguer, who chose not to 
seek re-election. 

When asked what the great- 
est challenges facing them as 
board members would be, 
Haase responded, “Working 
with limited funds provided 
by the state. Our main chal- 
lenge is budgeting, through 
no fault of our own.” 


Clements said the biggest 
challenge would be passing 
the sinking fund. He said his 
challenge would be, “Making 
sure people understood what’s 
going on, and that they’re not 
just hearing the rumors.” 

Both men were sworn in 
Monday night, although 
James Clements will not 
replace Mr. Almaguer until 
July 1, 2003.

Court Director of 
Security, overseeing 
the program, gave the 
stamp of approval to 
launch the program 
on May 13. The pro- 
gram helps communi- 
ties in the district by 
supplying a work 
force for projects that 
benefit the communi- 
ty. 

Hindman said the 
34th District Court 
Work Program has 
been in existence for 
the last 14 years, and 
supervised by the 
Romulus Department 
of Public Works 
employees since its 
inception. 

“The entire pro- 
gram has _ been 
designed from the 
Romulus program,” 
said Hindman. “The city of 
Romulus has set a great 
example for the other commu- 
nities to follow. This will take 
the Work Program to the next 
level by taking a proactive 
stance in the communitiies.” 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green said the Work Program 
is a constructive, valuable 
resource available for use by a 
sentencing judge, district 
attorney or probation officer. 

“The Work Program will 
allow the offender to repay his 
or her community through 
their work services,” said 
Green. “It also allows offend- 
ers who have been fined and 
do not have the means to pay 
their costs to work on com- 
munity-oriented projects in 
lieu of their debt.” Green said 
the recipient agency is 
responsible for supervising 
the offenders and maintaining 
clear, precise and accountable 
records of their work. 





34the District CourtJudge Brian Oakley, Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks Green and Al Hindman, 
Director ofSecurity and Work Program 
Overseer. 


Judge Oakley said that both 
skilled and unskilled labor 
would be supplied through 
the work program participants 
assigned by the Court for 
some violation of the law. 
This community service work 
is performed by an offender 
for a non-profit or govern- 
mental agency and without 
monetary compensation. 

“This program gives the 
offender some sense of 
belonging in their community 
by having paid the communi- 
ty back for their crime,” said 
Judge Oakley. 

The five venues, by procla- 
mation, have agreed to partic- 
ipate in the year-round pro- 
gram. Each venue will have 
an assigned day with up to a 
maximum of 14 people per 
team. The teams will work 
through the community 


Departments of Public 
Works and Services 
from 8:00 a.m. until 
2:00 p.m. every day 
except Friday. 

“The communities 
are being assigned a 
group of people that 
can handle various 
work duties in each 
community that would 
otherwise go unattend- 
ed due to the lack of 
manpower,” said 
Hindman. “It costs $6 
per day to monitor an 
offender sentenced to 
perform Community 
Service, compared to 
$45 per day for a per- 
son sent to jail. 

Community service 
workers can paint city 
buildings, keep road- 
ways clean of litter and 
debris, as well as main- 
tenance of cemetery grounds, 
fairgrounds, baseball fields 
and animal shelters. 

Licensed skilled trades par- 
ticipants can help with 
cement work, carpentry, dry- 
walling, electrical, plumbing 
and tile work. 

Work program participants 
must obey the Court sanc- 
tioned rules and regulations. 
Failure to report for the Work 
Program will result in a war- 
rant being issued for the 
absent participants arrest.

1. Stain guard - before 
long trips, spray the front of 
your car, where the bugs col- 
lect, with nonstick cooking 
spray.

paints off hands. The oil is 
safer than paint thinner, has no 
fumes and is mild to the skin. 
After using the oil, wash well 
with soap. 

5. Rattles and teethers -A 
great place to wash these is in 
the dishwasher. Tie them in the 
top basket and wash with the 
dishes. 

6. Fleas out of the dog 
house - To deter fleas, sprinkle 
salt in the crevices of the dog 
house. 

7. Remove’ rust from 
chrome - works great on car 
chrome. Take a crumpled ball 
of aluminum foil and rub the 
rust spot until it disappears.

“Flat Rock Recreation” - 


The bowling alley named Flat 
Rock Recreation was built in 1939. 
Originally, it was a rectangular build- 
ing 50 feet by 150 feet. The roof truss- 
es which span the 50 foot width were 
built on site by the Bodary Builders’ 
crew, using hundreds of 2x6’s, 2x4’s 
and 1/2 by 12” bolts. The curved trus- 
ses were raised by manpower, using a 
tall pole which was stabilized with 
braces and a block and tackle. The 
trusses each weighed hundreds of 
pounds. 

The building was built in partner- 
ship by Andrew Bodary and Harvey 
Wagar—a partnership that lasted until 
Harvey was drafted into the Army 
during World War II. 

Originally, the pin setters were 
manual. Young people were hired to 
return the bowling balls and pick up 
the pins to slide them into the rack that 
had to be pulled down after each 
frame was bowled. During the war 
years, it was hard to find pin setters. 
Two girls, Margaret Willard and Irene 
Greer, just out of Flat Rock High 
School, worked lanes 1 and 2 for a 
number of years during the war and 
Bill Mallow, Alex Marx and Alden 
and Chuck Bodary worked the 
remaining six lanes, week in and wee 

‘out for 2 or 3 years. There were also 
some boys from Rockwood and South 
Rockwood, whose parents brought 
them at 6:30 and they were driven 
‘home at 11:30 by Andy Bodary. The 
first automatic pin setters were 
installed in 1957. Lou Feller and Paul 
Greer were trained to operate and

maintain the new setters, which were 
a great labor-saving improvement. 

Monday nights were ladies’ 
leagues, Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights were mens’ leagues. In the 
early years, Thursday night was the 
league from the Waltz and New 
Boston Lutheran Churches. Friday 
night was the Flat Rock Ford Motor 
Company League. Saturday moming 
was make-up time for the Ford 
League, and the rest of Saturday and 
Sundays were open bowling. And, of 
course, there were the “jackpot 
games” that were played after the 
leagues finished, often until well after 
midnight. 

Betty Matthews ran a lunch count- 
er and served hot dogs, coffee, pop, 
and homemade apple pie, baked by 
Matilda Dugan. 

The addition at the front of the 
building was added about 1950 which 
housed a barbershop that was manned 
for many years by Pat Tigue. There 
were also two small offices added that 
housed the State Farm Insurance 
office run by Mel Isabel, the early Bat 
Rack and many other small business- 
es through the years. 

There were many managers over 
the years: Gene Littler, Irving Peter- 
nell, Lou Feller, the Paul Greers, the 
Butlers, the Chinchaks, Jerry Floss, 
and Jim Bodary, who is the current 
owner. 

The bowling alley was cloced about 
1975. 

Thanks to Paul Greer and Alden 
Bodary for their excellent memories!
